of the next few days. To-morrow the

For the 
benefit of visitors to the ancient city on the 
Suir it behoves us, then, to say something of 
the city and port that has long been the 
entrepét of the South-East corner of Ireland, 
and to desctibe in the ‘brief space available 
something of. its beauty, history and pro- 
gress. 

More: than’ three centuries ago another 
scribe wrote of the Suir: ‘‘ The river of 
Waterford is of such large extende that it 
runs through nine several counties in three 
separate arms.” To-day the river bears mer- 
chandise to and from all the important ports 
in England, Scotland and Wales, and to and 
from almost every important port in Northern 
and Western Europe as well. Moreover, as a 
railway junction, Waterford is one of the 
most important places in the country, for six 
railway systems, running North, South-East 
and West, radiate from it, and, with the 
development of air transport, Kilcohan Park, 
beside the city, is already being talked of as 
the site of a potential air port 


THE FOUNDATION.

CITY UNTAKEN 

Waterford rejected Lambert Simnel and 
withstood Perkin Warbeck, and so earned 
from the King of England the motto, ‘‘ Urbs 
Intacta.’" Henry VIII. gave its Mayor the 
“ Cap of maintenance,” a sword to be borne 
before him. This was in 1536, when William 
Wyse was Mayor and when Henry’s Com- 
missioners were dissolving the city’s monas- 
tertes and filling their own pockets. At the 
close of the sixteenth century the city 
seenred to have ‘lost its character as a foreign 
settlement, and an Act was passed requirin 
the ~citizens to “content themselves wit 
clothes wrought and made within this 
realme.”’ 

In 1641 the city was occupied by the Irish 
Confederates, and in 1 Rinuccini, the 
Papal Legate, arrived in Waterford, which 
five years before had been taken by Sir 
Christopher Loftus for King Charles I. 
Cromwell appeared before the city on Novem- 
ber 24th, 1649. Eight : 
days later the Protec- 
tor abandoned the 
siege and Waterford 
rewrote its motto. 
It was ashort respite, 
for. Ireton took the 
city in the following 
year, and in 1654 
‘*Papists were for- 
bidden to trade in the 
city,” while two 
years later an order 
was made banishing 
the Quakers ‘‘and to 
ship them ‘to Bris- 
tol.” William Penn 
visited Waterford in 
1697, and in 1792 
Jacob Nunn, a Jew, 
was admitted to the 
freedom of the city. 

WATERFORD GLASS. 

In 1706 the Coroner’s salary was fixed at 
£2 a year, though it was not likely that the 
office was a sinecure. Light in two ways 
came to Waterford a generation later, for in 
1729 the first newspaper was published and 
in 1732 the streets were lit with oil lamps by 
the Corporation. For some unknown reason 
the latter enterprise was abandoned twelve 
years later, but glass-making, which became 
famed, was established in 1783. At this 
time Waterford did a large trade with 
Spanish and Portuguese ports, exporting 
Irish live stock and products, and bringing 
back in return Spanish and Portuguese wines. 
Some Waterford citizens hold that the estab- 
lishment of the manufacture of Waterford 
glass was indirectly due to this flow of 
trade; for ships returning to Ireland often 
brought Portuguese sand with them as bal- 
last, and this sand, being finer than the 
ordinary, was especially suitable for glass- 
making when used with the local variety. 

In 1793 a wooden bridge across the Suir 
was begun. Charles Bianconi opened a shop 
in Waterford in 1803, and in 1816 the first

The ‘interior of the 
building is beautifully designed and 
decorated. The windows of the. 
Jesuit College are typical of the architecture 
of the Elizabethan period, 

Many relics of these episodes of history still 
survive. The Town Hall was built in 1788, 
and its spacious entrance hall was originally 
an Exchange, where merchants congregat 
to do business. Here are kept the mayora! 
insignia of State, including four maces and 
the large gilt sword, who is much in evidence 
on public occasions. This sword was sent by 
Henry VIII., with a cap of maintenance, to 
William Wyse, Mayor, “to be borne. before 
the Mayor.” The blade is 44 inches long. 

Reginald’s Tower at the southern end of 
The Quay, was built there nearly a thousand 
years ago by Reginald MclIvor. Strongbow 
used it as a fortress, and was married within 
its walls to Dermot MacMorrough’s daughter, 
Eve. Geraldus Cambrensis refers to it in his 
“Conquest of ireland’; a fact which is a 
proof of its antiquity : 

The French Church, originally a Franciscan 
Friary, was founded by an. Anglo-Irish knight 
in 1240. This noble Friary Church flourished 
till 1539, when it was confiseated, the family 
of Walsh being given the convent as an alms 
house Christ Church Cathedral dates only 
from 1773. Among many interesting monu- 
ments is the tomb of James Rice, who was 
Mayor of Waterford in 1469. Another tomb 
was at one time s to be the burial 
place of Strongbow. It bears the figure of a 
man in armour, but bearing no date or de- 
scription. 

e Crypt, close to the deanery, is one of 
the few remaining links with the remote past.

PLEASANT LETTERS 


The Chief Justice, in the course of his 

png observal that although there had 
na correspondence in reference 

to this matter, it had been a pleasure to 
read correspondence conducted@in such ex- 
cellent temper all through. The plaintiff had 
held his temper very well throughout, and 
all letters were cast in a very moderate 
frame. i 
The plaintiff, said the Chief Justice, 
became entitled to a military service pension 
under the Military Service Act, 1924. ‘* That 
Act,” he added, “ provided that such a pen- 
sion was subject to abatement under a curious 
and elaborate system of percentages, the pur- 
port or meaning of which I do not pretend to 
understand.’’ 
The abatement was to be caleulated in re- 
ference to the payment of moneys out of 
public moneys, and this case had raised the 
question of the meaning of payment out of 
public moneys for the Porpoee of ascertaining 
the amount by which the military service 
pension must suffer abatement. 
The plaintiff was allowed £50 by the Board 
of Health in respect of travelling expenses. 
He found that that sum was inadequate to 
enable him to do the travelling reqmred for 
the purpose of discharging the duties of his 
office. e had never had refunded to him 
the difference between the £50 and the amount 
that his expenses actually came to, and he 
claimed that that expenditure, which . was 
necessary for the earning of the salary of his 
office, should be deducted from the amount 
of his salary before his pension was abated 
in accordance with the provisions of the Act. 
When the case came before the Circuit 
Court the Circuit Court judge held that there 
should be deducted from the plaintiff's re- 
muneration—the salary of his office—so much 
as he had to spend for the pu: of earning 
that remuneration, and he made an order for 
the taking of an account in his Court. That 
would begin by allowing the £50 which he 
did not calculate as a sum to be taken into 
consideration for the purpose of abatement, 
and from the salary proper a deduction of 
the difference between the £50 and whatever 
was the sum vouched as properly expended 
for the rah tay of earning it. 

The High Court not only did not accept 
the view of the Cireuit Court, but went one 
better in favour of the Minister by sayin 
that ‘‘ remuneration ” within the meaning of 
Sub-section 1 of Section 8 of the Act con- 
sisted not merely of the fixed salary, but the 
£50 received for travelling expenses, and 
that no deduction was to be made in respect 
of travelling expenses. 


HIGH COURT NOT CORRECT 


The Chief Justice said that in his opinion 
the Fig Court was not correct in adding 
the for the purpose of arriving at the 
remuneration, because, while he agreed that 


“ remuneration " was the only word in 
the section which applied ín this case, 
he was not of opinion that the 


refund of expenses necessarily incurred was 
any part of the remuneration, or salary, or 
payment, for services rendered. Un the other

HIGH PRAISE FOR RURAL 
AREAS

The Local Government (Dublin) Tribunal 
eat yesterday in the Four Courts, Dublin. 
Mr. G. Gavan Duffy, K.C, (Chairman), pre- 
aided, , 

Mr, J. J. Clare, Dublin County Councillor, 
gave evidence, He thought that if there was 


an extension of Dun Laoghaire boundaries 
it should be in the direction of the city. 
The housing problem in Dun ghaire was 
illusory so far as securing land outside the 
borough was concerned, It was unnecéssary 
to go into the rural area’ with plenty of 
land within the existing boundary. He sub- 
mitted that the No, 3 area, including Fox- 
rock, which he represented, had generally 
very satisfactory roads. e roads in the 
rural area were, in fact, much better than 
in the Corporation’s districts, The lighting 
arrangements were ample, sewers generally 
good, and the water service satisfactory. 
Foxrock was a residential, rather than an 
urban, area. 

The Chairman asked if the witness meant 
an area devoted solely to nice houses. 

Mr. Clare said yes. ahd that the Mount 
Merrion estate was also purely residential, 
while Dundrum and Milltown were working 
class centres, with low valuations. There 
Was not a marked tendency to build houses 
on the extreme south of County Dublin, 
because building on rocky soil was more 
expensive than on a clay foundation. 

The witness, replying to Mr. E. J. Kelly, 
who, with Mr. Monks (instructed by Mr. F. 
J. Kenny, Law Agent), represented the Dun 
Laoghaire Corporation, said that the water 
rate should be a shilling, instead of two 
shillings, as at present. He was not aware 
that the water supply at Foxrock was cut 
off at night. 

Mr. Kelly—The voters are very dis- 
criminating in your area? 

Witness—I do not know if they are. 

Mr. Kelly—Did you not top the poli at 
the last election ? 

Witness—I did. 

Mr. -P. J. Murphy, secretary to the Dublin 
County Council afd the Board of Health, 
returned to the witness chair ih the after- 
noon. He referred to a statement made at 
the previous session by Mr. J. A. Flynn, 
chief veterinary officer for County Dublin, 
to the effect that a case of offering bad meat 
for sale had been reported. and “no action had 
been taken by the Board of Health. 

Mr. Murphy went on to say that the matter 
had been discussed by the Board of Health, 
and a prosecution had been ordered. The 
matter was now in the hands of the Board’s 
solicitor. 

Mr. Sean Beaumont, secretary to the 
County Dublin Vocational Education Com- 
mittee, was the next witness. 

Examined by Mr. W. G. Fallon, who, with 
Mr. J. Geoghegan, K.C., T.D. (instructed by 
Mr. Early, Law* Agent), appeared for the 
Dublin County Council, the witness said that 
the Committee at present spent about £7,500 
annually. Their income was derived, as to 
the sum of £3,927, from a rate of 24d. in 
the £; as to £3,401 from the Department of 
Education, and as to £200 from students’ fees, 
etc., making a total of £7,528. £650 was 
expended on administration, £5,000 on in- 
struction, £1,500 on maintenance of schools 
and classes, and £500 for scholarships. There 
was a miscellaneous expenditure of £50. 
making a total of £7,500. The Committee's

work was directed by the principal and 
secretary, with the assistance of one clerk. 
There were nine permanent, whole-time 


teachers and fourteen part-time teachers. In- 
struction was given in day continuation 
schools for boys and girls at Balbriggan, 
Skerries, Swords, Howth, and Lucan. There 
were evening Technical Schools at Balbriggan, 
Skerries, Rush, Malahide, Howth, Clondalkin, 
Lucan, and Dundrum. Short courses were 
alsé6 given from time to time in Various 
smaller centres.

The Council of the National Agricultural 
and Industrial Development Association met 
on Monday last at the Permanent Exhibition 
of Irish Manufactures, 3 St. Stephen’s Green, 
Dublin, Mr, J. J. Holloway presiding. 

The Secretary bhaiiéad á iat a number of 
inguiries had heen received regarding the 
financial standing of the Association, and said 
that he understood that these arose through 
statements alleged to have been made by 
another organisation. The Council directed 
that the following information, based on the 
1935 report, tes be placed at the disposal 
of members. 

1. The Association had a credit balance in 
the bank of £700—a sum probably larger 
than that possessed by any Ch sa organisation 
sétablished. for similar purposes. 

2. The revenue from subscriptions was the 
highest in the history of the Association. 
The total revenue of the Association was only 
greater in one year, and the expenditure in 
aid of Irish industry was. the highest on 
record. 

3. The number of national manufacturers 
in the Association totalled about 230. The 
revenue for 1936 from window displays and 
permanent exhibits showed a considerable in 


crease over that for the previous ‘a 
revenue in the case of window displays being 
detived solely from national firms. It had 


been reported that an annual loss of £5350 
would be sustained if non-national firms were 
eliminated from the Association. Already 
certain items of revenue were being obtained 
from nationals only, the result being an in- 
crease. 

The Council noted with satisfaction that a 
tariff of 50 per cent. had been imposed on 
showcards, and that the imports of other 
forms of printing were still under examina 
tion by the Department.

P.E.N. “At Home" 


The P.E.N. gathering on Thursday

Of course, one of the modern theories 
about fairies is that these mythical 
creatures ate the remnants of the 
de Danzans, one of the races which in- 
habited Ireland in pre-historic times. As 
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be of small stature, this theory is under- 
stood. Historians are also confident in 
their assertion that the Irish people have 
inherited their light-hearted optimistic 
traits from the Tuatha de Danaans. 1 
wonder? It is not correct to assume that 
Ireland possesses the monopoly of the 
fairy tradition, although it may have been 
regarded by other countries as the land 
inhabited by these interesting creatures. 
Arabia is really the native land of fairy 
mythology, which was brought to Europe 
by the Troubadours. Fairies have often 
been mentioned in the traditions of Italy, 
who, strange to say, had, like Arabia, in 
olden times stories of a country inhabited 
by them. Tasso, in his Gerusalemme 
Liberata, attempted to reduce these beings 
to a poetical system, which was partly 
Christian and partly heathen. 


A TG yrannical Gax 


Dr. Johnson wrote a pamphlet in the 
Government interest. ‘‘ Taxation no 
Tyranny,’’ but there is no doubt that an 
impost first levied in 1697 and known as 
the Window Tax, came ultimately to be 
regarded in anything but that light, as it 
fell very heavily on the middle classes. 
The object of the tax was to defray the 
expenses incurred in issuing a silver re- 
coinage and thus make up for the losses 
caused by the clipping of coins in the 
reign of William the Third. The window 
tax was Icvied on houses whose value 
exceeded £5 per annum and which had not 
less than six windows or openings. It 
was thus a tax on light and air. One of 
the advantazes claimed in its favour was 
that it did not require domiciliary visits 
of an inguisitoria] nature. The number 
of windows could be counted at a distance 
from the outside. without entering the 
house, thus avoiding one source of irrita 
tion, which had been productive of much 
trouble in the case of a previous and un 
popular tax on hearths. The yield, too, 
from the new tax proved very consider- 
able, reaching a total of £1,200,000 in the 
first year, as compared with the return 
from the hearth money, which had pro- 
duced only £170,000 in the last year of 
its imposition.

country, and the company hoped to develop 
export trade in certain plate and sheet glass. 
he resolution was agreed to. 


SPARKING PLUGS

SPEED-UP IN BUILDING 


URGED 


Howth Urban Council adopted a rate of 
18s. in the £ at a special meeting last night. 
This is made up as follows:—Poor rate 5s. 
7d. (against 5s. 11d.), and town rate 12s. 5d. 
(against 12s. 4d.). The Council also struck 
a domestic water charge of Is. 9d., the same 
as last year. 

The Chairman, Mr. W. G. 8. Mulvin, 
moving the adoption of the rate, said the 
reduction in the poor rate was partly due 
to a slight reduction m the demand for county 
services, but the principal reason. was that 
certain items previously charged in the poor 
rate were now included in the town rate. 
They were making more liberal provision 
for roads, bathing facilities and similar works 
than last year. £7,500 had to be paid 
annually in respect of loans incurred before 
they took office, and the Council would have 
to base more in the near future for a big 
housing scheme. . 

Mr. T. Mullen said that»the amount, of the 
rate showed that the Council was only mark- 
ing time. The item for the repayment of 
loans was out of all proportion to what they 
should be asked to pay. He protested against 
the fact that during the Council is two years 
of office they had not built one house. When 
the Inter-Departmental Committee on public 
works was set up he had suggested that 
schemes should be forwarded. Now he was 
informed that none had been submitted, It 
would be the business of the new Council to 
carry out useful schemes of oe works 
under the Budget plan, by which they would 
contribute one-third of the costs of stich 
schemes. 

Replying, the chairman said that when the 
Council took office it completed a housin 
scheme begun by the Commissioner, and 
existing cottages into good repair. At 
present the County Medical Officer of Health 
was making a survey regarding housing re- 
quirements. He agreed that they had not 
acted as quickly as they might have in the 


‘matter of housing, and ded that there 


were dwellings in Howth which should not 
be tolerated in any well organised urban area.

The 
call of nationalism, however, cannot be 
denied. Palestine is caught in the whirl 
of a movement which has swept half the 
earth, and we fear that it will be a long 


nationalist spirit is genuine, and how far 
it is the result of sedulous fostering by 
agitators, it is difficult to say. A special 
correspondent of The Times in Cairo 
reveals that Italian propagandists have 
been active in Palestine, as in Egypt, of 
late; and he blames them for not a little 
of the rioting and bloodshed. They have 
worked with skill, he observes, upon the 
emotions not only of the anti-Zionist Arab 
Moslems, but also, simultaneously, upon 
those of the ultra-Zionist Jews, whose out- 
look is ardently Fascist.

There seems to be small hope that the 
rioting in Palestine will cease of its own 
accord, In fact, the spirit of lawlessness, 
having met with firm resistance in the 
larger cities, seems to be gaining greater 
and more widespread vitality throughout 
the countryside.

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TEXT OF THE STATEMENT 


—&—— 


From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Tuesday. 


The text of the Government statement 
is as follows :— 

When one considers a report which is 
supposed to carry conviction, in the first 
place, ane naturally looks at the constitu- 
tion of the hody making the report ; after 
that one examities the nature of the evi- 
dence, and of the persons who purport to 
give that evidence, and, lastly, one in- 
spects the report itself. 

As to the constitution of the self-styled 
Commission, the Government of Northern 
Ireland is struck by the absence on it*of 
any person of note—any person, in fact 
who has achieved prominence in any field 
of affairs, or, least of all, who is in any 
way conversant with the matters pur- 

orted to be dealt with. In fact, so little 
is known of them in this country that at 
their first public meeting, held in the City 
of Belfast, no more than twenty-one per- 
sons, including themselves, could be 
gathered together (after due advertise- 
ment and publication, of the meeting) to 
listen to what they had to say 

The Government is unaware whether 
any evidence was given or any witnesses 
called, or whether the report is founded 
on the ex parte statements of persons well 
known for their hostile intentions towards 
the Government of Northern Ireland, or 
whether it is merely the expression of 
preconceived ideas of the persons who con- 
stituted themselves a ‘‘Commission.”’ 


INACCURACIES AND 
MIS-STATEMENTS 


As to the report itself, it is so full of 
inaccuracies and mis-statements that the 
Government feel it would be a waste of 
time to deal with it in detail; but the 
nature and the value of it may be gauged 
from a couple of illustrations, taken at 
random. 

First, one may refer to the statement 
about the qualifications of Resident 
Magistrates. The Commission, after pur- 
porting to hear evidence, states that: 

“Legal qualification, theoretical or 
practical, is unnecessary for the office of 
Resident Magistrate."’ 

This is, of course, quite untrue. Since 
the setting up of the Ulster Government 
no person has been appointed as a Resi- 
dent Magistrate who has not had the 
necessary legal -qualifications—t.c., a 
practising barrister or solicitor of 
Northern Ireland of at least six years’ 
standing. 

The second illustration is the following 
extraordinary statement :— i 

“One particularly striking—and, in the 
Commission’s view, disgraceful—case was 
that of Mr. Cahir Healy, Nationalist 
member of the Northeru Ireland Parlia- 
ment, and until recently a member of the 
British House of Commons, a well-known 
pacifist.” . 

With reference to this conclusion let us 
quote the following effort of this ‘‘ well- 
known pacifist.’’ At a public meeting held 
at Newtownbutler, County Fermanagh, as 
late as the 2lst May last, this “well. 
known pacifist ” made the following state- 
ment :— 

“ Partition could only end when England 
was involved in another war and was 
afraid of an unfriendly Ireland. Hitler 
was permitted to recover lost territories 
because his forces were too strong to 
challenge. Mussolini seized a new country 
because: of his resources in men and 
material. Whoever was in charge of Irish 
Free State affairs would not be likely to 
forget the moral of these happenings when 
the occasion arose. The task of the 
Nationalists was to endeavour . to - hold 
Fermanagh and Tyrone until such time 
as the Six Counties : be restored to 
the nation. They need not quarre] too 
much about the methods so long as their 
goal was the same.” 

The value of the report may be judged 
from these illustrations.

An organised criminal con- 
spiracy was in existence to overthrow all 
authority. This criminal organisation was 
prepared to use—and, in fact; used—any 
means, however criminal, to achieve its 
end. Assassination was rampant and a 
reign of terror existed, which paralysed 
the arm of the ordinary law, and as a 
result of the mtimidation of witnesses 
rendered the functioning of the Courts, so 
far as so-called political offences were con- 
cerned, null and void. 

Ordinary law was powerless to deal with 
conspiracy of such a widespread nature, 
and no Government which had taken upon 
itself the responsibility for protecting the 
great mass of law-abiding citizens wouid 
have dared to refrain from taking speci3! 
measures, however drastic, to deal with 
such a situation. 


MURDER AND WOUNDING 


In the three weeks ended 3rd January. 
1922, there were no less than 72 murdecs 
and 144 cases of wounding in the Six 
Counties constituting Northern Ireland 
In the period from the 15th April to the 
7th October of that year there were 160 
murders and 345 cases of wounding. 

In the five months from February to 
July of that year claims to the extent of 
almost £3,000,000 were made for malicious 
damage to persons and property. 


A BRITISH PRECEDENT 


In seeking a remedy to put an end io 
this appalling condition of affairs, the 
Government naturally sought for a pre- 
cedent for dealing. with the situation. The 
Civil Authorities. Act, subsequently 
introduced by the Government of 
Northern Ireland, was modelled on the 
Restoration of Order in Ireland Act, 
which the British Government had 
previously enforced in Ireland, which, in 
its turn, was based on the Defence of the 
Realm Act, which the British Government 
also found it necessary to introduce, fol- 
lowing the outbreak of the Great War. 


WHY ACT IS CONTINUED 


The reason for the continuance of the 
Civil Authorities Act must be apparent to 
any impartial observer who knows the 
condition of affairs in Northern Ireland. 
It is two-fold. 

In the first place, the existence of the 
Statute has undoubtedly proved that the 
powers under it, which are reposed in the 
Authorities Act, are a valuable deterrent 
on those who would otherwise be pre- 
pared to resort to any measures of violence 
to subvert the Constitution. 

In the second place, for the more im- 
portant reason that the authorities are 
only too well aware that the various dis- 
loyal and illegal organisations, which 
were responsible for such a holocaust of 
murder and outrage, etill exist. 

In this connection, one has only to re- 
member the recent attempt made by an 
armed body of the L. R.A. to raid a public 
school in Belfast, with the object of seiz- 
ing by violence the arms of the Officers’ 
Training Corps allocated there, and in the 
course of which a policeman was shot 
whilst carrying out his duty. 


GOVERNMENT ATTITUDE 


In Northern Ireland politics and reli- 
gion are very much allied. The Govern- 
ment, however, in the administration of 
the country, make no distinction between 
persons of different religions. The only 
thing that the Government do require 
from the citizens of Northern Ireland is 
loyalty to the Throne and Constitution 
and obedience to established law. 

When individuals and disloya] organisa- 
sations cease to use violence as 4 means 
to achieve their political ends, and when 
they cease to attempt to overthrow the 
Constitution, then necessity for the

The Times observes to-day in a leading 
article: —One of the most encouraging 
features of British foreign aig during 
the past few months has been the in- 
creasing care which has clearly been taken 
to keep this country in line with the 
Dominions. From Mr. Eden’s. replies to 
questions in the House of Commons it is 
plain that the representatives of. the 
Dominions, the High Commissioners and 
the Ministers visiting London are being 
taken fully and constantly into the con- 
fidence of the Foreign Office, It is a 
welcome development, for in these critical 
days it is more than ever necessary that 
all the Governments of the Empire should 
keep in step. 

The practice of closer consultation, adds 
The Times, has been made easier by the 


outstanding rsonal qualities of the 
present High Commissioners, of whom one 
has been Prime Minister of the 


Australian Commonwealth, while another 
has earned great distinction as the first 
Canadian Minister in Washington, and, 
by a coincidence as welcome as it is for- 
tuitous, the next few wec’-s will see an 
unusual concourse of Dominion Ministers 
in London. Dr. Earle Page, the Deputy 
Prime Minister of Australia, has been in 
this country for nearly two months ‘vith 
the Attorney-General, Mr. Menzies. Mr 
Pirow, the South African Minister of 
Railways, Harbours and Defence, is now 
on his way from Cape Town to London. 
Mr. Mackenzie King, the new Prime 
Minister of Canada, has not yet fixed the 
date for his visit to England, for he has 
been detained by urgent “vusiness ever 
since he formed his Government; but he 
is expected to come some time next month, 
and will probably be accompanied by Mr. 
Dunning, the Minister of Finance. Mr. 
Nash, the New Zealand .Minister for 
Finance in the new Labour Government, 
has arranged to come to London as soon 
as Parliament has passed the important 
Financial and Marketing Bills now before 
the Dominion Parliament. 

The presence of so many Dominion 
Ministers in London—men qualified by 
their position and experience to inform 
the British Government of the views held 
in the oversea countries of the Empire, 
and to inform in turn their own Govern- 
ments of the views held in Great Britain— 
suggests that the opportunity should be 
taken for a discussion, the more informal 
the better, in which they should all 
participate. It is important that Great 
Britain should understand the position of 
the Dominions and the Dominions that 
of Great Britain.

Te serious view taken by the State of 
the situation in Southern Ireland was 
stressed by. Mr. James Geoghegan, K.C., 
at a sitting of the Military Tribunal in 
Collins’s Pastacks. Dublin, yesterday, 
when a number of the men who had been 
taken ihto custody in the recent ‘‘ round. 
up ” in Cork and Waterford were charged 
with membership of an unlawful associa- 
tion, and with failing to answer questions 
put to them by the police. In every 
instance the questions were directed 
towards the movements of the defendant 
on two specific dates—Tuesday, March 24, 
1936, and gi“ 26—the dates of the 
murders of Vice-Admiral Somerville at 
Castletownshend and John Egan, Dun- 
garvan, Co. Waterford. 

When the first prisoner—Patrick J. 
Collins, Coome, Dunmanway, Co. Cork— 
was put forward, he declared that, as a 
soldier of the Irish Republic, he refuséd to 
recognise the right of “ this instrument of 
coercion “” to try any soldier or citizen of 
the Republic on that or any other so-called 
charges. 

Mr. Geoghegan said that the facts and 
circumstances oí the charges rendered the 
offences extremely serious. As would 
appear from the question put, the police 
were actively engaged in pursuit of the 
perpetrators of two foul and cowardly 
murders. On Tuesday, March 24 last, a 
defenceless old man, Vice-Admiral Somer- 
ville, was murdered in his own home at 
Castletownshend, Co. Cork. On April 26: 
a boy named John Egan was murdered in 
the streets of Dungarvan. None of the 
murderers had been detected, but the efforts 
of the police to track them were unceasing. 
The police authorities had ascertained 
enough to satisfy them that these murders 
were highly organised crimes and that 
they were planned and carried out by an 
organisation whose members were in un- 
lawful possession of firearms. 


THE 1I.R.A. 


The accused man, Mr. Geoghegan con- 
tinued, was a member of the I.R.A. That 
was an unlawful organisation, and the fact 
that it bore a name honoured by fine tradi- 
tions in the past could not be allowed to 
stand in the way of the enforcement of the 
law by the Exeeutive and judicial authori- 
ties of the State. 

““ No member of the I.R.A. in the Cork 
area had any reason to complain if the 
Guards asked him questions in reference 
to these murders. To an Irish Republican 
the crime of murder is just as repulsive 
as if is to a person professing any other 
political creed,’’ Mr. Geoghegan said. 

When asked if he desired to make any 
reply to the evidence, the accused man said 
that he was not a member of an unlawful 
association. He was, he said, a member of 
the Irish Republican Army, which was the 
only lawful authority. He would always 
do his best to arm his comrades and would 
always carry arms himself when he had 
the authority of his superior officer to do 
so. He did not recognise the authority of 
the ‘so-called Free State” whose 
authority derived from an English Act of 
Parliament. It was his duty to uphold the 
Republic and smash the Free State. 

The President said that the accused man 
would be sentenced to twelve months’ 
imprisonment on the first, and three 
months on the second charge, both charges 
to run concurrently.

REFUSED TO PLEAD 


Joseph Stockdale, 5 Marino terrace, 
Cobh, was found “not guilty” of being 
a member of an unlawful association, but 
“guilty ’’ on the charge of refusing to 
answer questions» when demanded to do 
so by a member of the Civic Guard, and 
sentenced to three months’ imprisonment, 
to date from the date of his arrest. 

When asked to plead the accused man 
said that as a soldier of the Irish Repub- 
lican Army he denied the right of that 
Court to try him. 

Sergeant James Donnelly said that on 
April 29 he went to the house in which 
the accused man lived with his mother, 
two brothers, a sister, and a man named 
Michael O’Riordan. He was told that the 
house belonged to O'Riordan. In a pocket 
of defendant’s coat, which was han on 
the bedroom door, he found a small, live 
bullet. 

Mr. Geoghegan said that there was no 
charge in respect of that. 

The witness said that in another pocket 
he found a book bearing the title, ‘‘ Mani- 
festo and Constitution and Rales of 
Pobhlachta na h-Eireann.’’ Between the 
mattresses of a bed occupied by Thomas 
Stockdale, a brother of the accused, he 
found a military drill book, and a letter 
headed—‘‘Oglaigh na h-Eireann, head- 
aan Cork No. 1 Brigade.’’ It was ad- 

ressed to the 0./C., 4th Batt., and 
signed “ E. McC., Staff Lieutenant.’’ Two 
other letters found in Thomas Stockdale's 
bed were signed “ William Conroy, Car- 
rigtwohill,”” and “ Denis Conroy, Carrig- 
twohill,”’” and asked that the writers be 
transferred from the 4th to the Ist Bat- 
talion. 

Mr. Geoghegan said that it was only 
right to point out to the Court that the 
principal documents were found, not in 
the bed of the accused man, but in a bed 
occupied by his brother, Thomas. - 

The accused man said: “I wish to pro- 
test against the conditions of our im- 
prisonment. We are not allowed to as- 
sociate or to speak together. We have 
been in solitary confinement for the past 
month.”’ 

The President said that the Court had 
no jurisdiction over that matter.
